That every person, btirii iu tlu'lUnlted States, and 
rce, whether by birth or manumlaaion, is a citi- 
zen of tlie United States, and that no State lias a 
rlcbt to .abridge thu privileged ol,citizens of the 
Uuiled BUtcs—thcac are principles whleh were 
ticver seriously doubted anywhere, till alter the 
it»a.ia cruondeIn favor of slavery^ had been for 
some time In progress. What Is called the de- 
cision ol the Bupn-ma Courlot the United States, 
iu the Drcd Scott case,, lias made U expedient 
ind proper lo re-assert these vital prlnctpies in au 
fluthorotlve manner, and this is done iu tlm first 
clause of the proposed amendments.

The rlgUt of prescribing the 'qiiaUflcationi of 


TO.ers Is cxcrcificd by tbe respective Statce, un- 
der thu Constitution of 1780; threu-lUlht of the 
slaves were counted in ascertaining the represen- 
tative population of tliu several Slates. 
The 


amendment to the ConBtHution abolished slavery 
in all tlie Slates and Territories. Though It was 
formerly «thcrwise in most, ifnot all. of the Old 
Southern States, yet for iaa«y years past free nc- 
croea Uavu not, In any of thwe, been permitted 
to vot*. 
At present, therefoi-e, th« late slave 


States would be entitled to count the whole of 
Lhelr lormcr slave pop.ulation, as a basis for rep- 
retentailon,-Instead ol three-fitlh thereof. /That 
la to say, they would have in the existing ratio 
about twenty more incmbers- of Contfress' than 
they had beforo slavery wa» abotished. and tho 
freu States would lose the eatnc number, making 
a difference of about forty inombors of.Congrcss, 
or, say, one-sixth of the whole'body. 
In other 


words, the treason of the rebellious States, the 
suppression of which-hat cost us so many hun- 
Jrcds of thousands ol pn-cloiw ttvea, and BO 
many thbasands of millions/ of treasure, would 
be rewarded by giving them a vast increase of 
political power. 
This absurdity, the [second 


:laase of the proposed amendments dwlgna to 
prevent, by the just, equal »od modcrat* prpvisr 
Ion, that In future, the rcprcflcntfttircpopnlation 
of each State shall be ascerlalnc'. by "making » 
proportionate dcductfou frou tbc whole popula- 
Lion thereof, If Iti lawt cxclud« from .th« privl- 
lujfu of voting, any male citizens, not criminals, 
ol the age of twenty-one ycnrs.
